Visit of Iranian Coneul General to Ktiwalt. 



The Iranian Coneul General in Basra, Mohammed A, MOADEL, has 
recently returned from a visit to Kuwait, durlntc which he reiter¬ 
ated the Iranian Government's request to open a consulate In the 
Sheikhdom. Moadel's request was turned down by the Sheikh on the 
prrounds that If Iran opened a consular eetabllahraent, Egypt w'ould 
immediately demand the same privilege end would use Its consulpr 
office as a base for propatranda aotlvles. The British political 
agent, who, of course, was present during the interview betv^een 
the ruler and Moadel, seems to have offered no comment or observa¬ 
tion on the request. 

Mr. Moadel states that he Informed the Sheikh that the Iranian 
Government desired to cooperate fully vrlth the Sheikh of Kuwait in 
controlling Illegal immigrants from Iran but that he was unable to 
do so effectively from his office In Basra, since each Individual 
case should be Interviewed separately. He pointed out also that 
the opening of an Iranian consular establishment would not auto¬ 
matically confer similar privileges on other countries, such as 
Egypt, but the Sheikh remained unconvinced and the Interview was 
terminated, leaving Moadel with no grounds for believing that the 
Sheikh may change his mind. 
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In making this unsuooessfiil attempt. Ml*. Moadel was following 
the example set by his predecessor, who, acting on Instructions 
from Tehran, had previously negotiated for the same permission^
